DOES HEBREWS 6:1-7 SET FORTH THE 
UNPARDONABLE SIN? 

It is possible that I have been asked more questions 
about this passage of scripture, both orally and written, 
than any other during my ministry. Just recently I re- 

ived a letter from a devout Christian who is disturbed 
ver this passage. She asked that I please give some 
enlightenment on it. She was especially anxious to know 
whether or not it sets forth the “unpardonable sin.” 
Although I have given the lady a personal answer, I feel 
impressed to devote this editorial to the subject. 

First, in studying Hebrews, one must take into con- 
sideration those to whom the author is writing, as well 
as the purpose of his message. It is very obvious from the 
outset that the writer is setting forth a comparison of the 
ceremonial laws in the Old Testament affecting worship 
to the systems of worship in the New Testament Church. 

The first word of chapter six is “therefore,” which clearly 
shows that it is a continuation of the fifth chapter and, 
in particular, verse eleven to the end of the chapter. 
Please read. 

With no stretch of the imagination whatever, one rec- 
ognizes the fact that the author is writing to the prose- 
lyte Jews; that is, Jews who have turned away from the 
Levitical practices of ceremonial worship, such as offer- 
ing the sin, trespass, burnt, meat, and peace sacrifices, 

nd had accepted Jesus as their Saviour and the Church 

f God methods of worship. It is also clear that they had 
been instructed in the principal doctrines of the Church; 
such as, repentance, holiness baptisms, the Holy Ghost, 
the resurrection of the dead, and eternal judgment. 
But it is also evident that these Jews had become in- 
different; even though they had been professed Christians 
and under the instruction of great ministers for a suf- 
ficient length of time to be teachers, they were still 
ignorant to the real import of the “first principles of 
the oracles of God.” Is this not a true picture of many 
professed Christians today—Jews and Gentiles? 

It is evident that the writer’s special burden was to 
impress upon the Jews the fact that since they had 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as their sacrifice, and 
the New Testament as their guide in religious worship 
and spiritual relations, they were to forget their attach- 
ment to Moses and the ceremonial laws; and were not 
even to think of reverting to those sacrifices which had 
been absolutely replaced by the crucifixion of Jesus 
and to which, if they did return, they would lose all hope 
of eternal life, for “there is no other name (than Jesus 
Christ) given under heaven among men whereby we 
must be saved.” And this is exactly what is meant by 
verse six, which says, “If they shall fall away (see Rev. 
2:5), to renew them again unto repentance; seeing they 
crucify to themselves the Son of God afresh, and put him 
to an open shame.” That is, no matter how penitent 
they might be for their sins, if they should return and 
begin offering sacrifices again, they would not receive 
forgiveness for the only sacrifice for sin was Jesus Christ. 

It is probable that some of the Hebrew Christians had 
already fallen into the deplorable condition described in 
our scripture lesson, but the general process intimated 
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is a warning against apostasy from the faith by the He- 
brews after they had enjoyed the gifts of grace. In such 
a case, the hoplessness of their fall was in proportion to 
the privileges once enjoyed. The entire discourse, there- 
fore, is based upon the possible apostasy of the Jews from 
the Christian faith which they had embraced in their 
repentance, faith, baptism in water, the reception of the 
Holy Spirit, hope of the resurrection, belief in the doc- 
trine of eternal life and the future judgment. This general 
analysis establishes the indisputable fact that the writer 
does not have in mind the ordinary backslider; that is, 
the person who is overcome by sin or faults and loses his 
Christian experience, whether it be the new birth and 
sanctification, or the baptism of the Holy Ghost. Indeed, 
it is possible for a person having the Holy Ghost in bap- 
tismal power, to go back into sin and be eternally lost. 
But that does not mean that such a backslider cannot 
return to the Lord Jesus, if he desires, and receive full 
pardon and restoration. This is clearly set forth in the 
following scriptures, as well as many more: Heb. 10:38, 39, 
“Now the just shall live by faith: but if any man draw 
back, my soul shall have no pleasure in him. But we are 
not of them who draw back unto perdition; but of them 
that believe to the saving of the soul.” Gal. 5:1, “Stand 
fast therefore in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
us free, and be not entangled again with the yoke of bond- 
age.” Gal. 6:1, “Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such a one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted.” 

So, it was not a matter of just losing spiritual relation- 
ship and fellowship with the Lord Jesus, but it was the 
matter of the Jews turning away from the Lord Jesus and 
the spiritual blessings that they had come into possession 
of and going back to the rituals and ceremonial forms of 
worship under the law of Moses, which had lost their 
power to atone for their sins and to provide for them any 
hope of eternal life. This is clearly set forth by the writer 
in the tenth chapter, “For the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the very image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices, which they offered year 
by year continually, make the comers thereunto perfect. 
For it is not possible that the blood of bulls and of goats 
should take away sins. Wherefore, when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacrifige and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared me: in burnt 
offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 
Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may establish the second.” 

Therefore, this general survey of the lesson is conclusive 
proof that the writer was not dealing with the thought 
of the sin against the Holy Ghost, or the unpardonable sin 
in respect to simple backsliding. First, as proved by the 
fact that he was writing to the Jews and warning against 
apostasy. Second, due to the fact that he was writing of 
the Christian relationship to the Lord Jesus Christ in gen- 
eral, and not just the baptism of the Holy Ghost in 
particular. Then again, it only stands to reason that even 
though it is a very serious thing for a person to backslide 
who has been blessed of God to be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, that is not to be construed the unpardon- 
able sin. In fact if that were true, thousands of laymen and 
ministers, who at one time or another backslide from 
even the baptism of the Holy Ghost and later profess to 
be restored, fully, to that glorious experience, are making 
false professions.

Eternity alone will reveal the increase. 

It is so precious to realize when we 


give our best for the Lord (though it 
be little we have to offer), He will use 
it for His glory and the salvation of 
souls. We look upon these places of 
opportunity as fields white unto harv- 
est. Many of these souls will never be 
reached for God unless someone is 
willing to search them out. We pray 
that God will raise up consecrated 
groups everywhere who will be will- 
ing to go into the highways and by- 
ways and compel them to come in.

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International Report by General Overseer H. L. Chesser 
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The 1948-49 Assembly year is gone, 
and we are now embarking upon an- 
other year of labor and faith for the 
advancement of the kingdom of God. 

The fiscal year that closed July 31 
has been a great year for the Church. 
In many sections of the country the 
Church has shown a good growth, Ac- 
cording to the annual statistical re- 
ports, the gain in membership since 
last Assembly has been 25,472, or a 
gain of 1834 per cent, making a total 
membership for the Church of God, 
at the close of July, 160,924. The re- 
ports show, at this time, more than 
80,000 were converted in the U.S. and 
Canada alone, and yet that is not 
equivalent to one convert for each 
member. Let me suggest that we set 
as our goal for the 1949-50 Assembly 
year 100,000 converts. One of our “AA” 
states set as its goal 10,000 converts 
and in one month they had over 1,200 
of this number. 

The reports show more than 500 new 
churches gained since last Assembly, 
and yet many cities, towns, villages, 
and hamlets are without a Church of 
God, although many are desiring a 
Church of God revival to be held in 
their community and are making in- 
quiry about Church of God evange- 
lists. Such a day of opportunity has 
never faced the Church of God before. 

The increases that are reflected by 
these reports did not just happen. It 
took hard work, faith, sacrifice, and 
the Spirit of God to bring this about. 
We are very grateful to the Lord and 
to every evangelist, pastor, state over- 
seer, and lay worker for your cooper- 
ation and measure of devotion to the 
cause of the Lord in keeping alive the 
faith of our fathers. Many battles 
have been fought, many victories have 
been won,:and shall continue until the 
setting of the sun when we hear Him 
say, “Well done.” 

If there is anything more beautiful 
than a local church working in har- 
mony to promote the kingdom of God, 
it would be all the churches, pastors, 
state overseers, schools, colleges, Pub- 
lishing House, and general offices 
working in harmony to advance the 
kingdom of God in this world, keep- 
ing in mind the words of Jesus when 
He said, “Work while it is day, for the 
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night cometh when no man can 
work”; also, the words of Paul, when 
he said, “We are workers together 
with God.” It is this attitude that has 
dominated and pioneered the Church 
of God through these years and kept 
her banners unfurled. Much has been 
accomplished, and there remains 
much more yet to be accomplished. 

Up until this time we have paid 
$700,000 on the Lee College property, 
and after January 1, 1950 we shall owe 
a balance of only $600,000 on this 
property. The total property value of 
the Church of God is over $22,000,000. 
So as the snowball grows larger and 
larger as you move it around, picking 
up other snow, the Church grows 
larger and larger by its continued 
activity. The Spirit of God dominating 
the Church has a drawing power. 
Through this drawing power its num- 
bers mount up, its strength increases, 
its influence widens, and its power 
for good reaches out. So the life of 
the Church marks its growth, and 
without the Spirit of God the Church 
is a failure. 

May we rededicate ourselves, our 
lives, our talents, and our means to 
this noble cause, and gird ourselves 
for the battle, standing every man in 
place, and God will fight for us, giv- 
ing us the victory for the greatest 
year of advancement for the kingdom 
of God and His Church. United we 
stand, but divided we fall. 

It has been through your efforts 
and your cooperation that these in- 
creases have been brought about. It 
was through your cooperation that 
the properties have been secured for 
the Church of God to the amount of 
more than $22,000,000. It is because of 
your love and devotion to Him who 
gave His all that the millions of dol- 
lars pass through the general Church 
treasury and the local churches an- 
nually. It is because of your influence 
and your devotion to God that the 
Church enjoys the prestige and has an 
unsurpassed credit record. It is be- 
cause of your undaunted faith and 
courage that the Church has been able 
to go into the out-of-the-way places 
and into places that it seemed un- 
believable to go, and there establish 
itself. It is because of your loyalty and 


appreciation that the circulation of 
the Lighted Pathway has surpassed 
50,000 monthly. It is because of your 
vision and your contact with God that 
the Sunday School attendance h 
Surpassed all past records and th 
Sunday School literature sales have 
far surpassed any previous record. It 
is because of your faithfulness to the

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WATER BAPTISM 


By D. C. BOATWRIGHT 








(This article lays emphasis on Teach- 
ing Number 7.) ; 

That there are many today who ar 
either “in error” or know nothing 
about this great Bible doctrine none 
can deny. So it will be my aim to shine 
some light from the Word on this sub- 
ject, trusting that it will shine toward 
those who need it. 

It had its institution during the min- 
istry of John the Baptist, Matt. 3:5, 6— 
“Then went out to him all Jerusalem, 
and all Judea and all the region round 
about Jordan, and were baptized of 
him in Jordan, confessing their sins.” 

Let me say that the very root mean- 
ing of this word is “to bury, make fully 
wet,” taken from the “Greek Diction- 
ary” of Strong’s Exhaustive Concord- 
ance, page 18, under No. 907, “baptizo.” 
Under No. 911, the word “bapto” says 
“to cover wholly with fluid.” Please 
note Matt. 3:6, which says he baptized 
in Jordan, not by Jordan. John 3:23 
states that, “John was baptizing near 
Aenon, near to Salim, because there 
was much water there.” This proves 
that he was dipping them, or immers- 
ing fully. Again, Acts 8:38 states, 
“When Philip suffered the eunuch, 
they both went down into the water,” 
which would not have been necessary 
unless they were practicing baptism by 
immersion. Not one scripture tells us 
that any other mode was ever prac- 
ticed than that by immersion. 

When Jesus came on the scene at a 
later date, we are told that He walked 
sixty-three miles to be baptized of 
John, in the river Jordan. He must 
have felt that it was very essential, 
because He told John, “Suffer it to be 
so, because it needs be to fulfill all 
righteousness.” Hear this, you who 
contend that water baptism is God’s 
method of imparting saving grace to 
the soul; why was the Christ baptized? 
Surely not to have His sins washed 
away, or to have saving grace im- 
parted to Him who knew no sin. Peter 
states that baptism is the answering 
of a good conscience toward God, by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ, 1 
Peter 3:21, and it is our confession to 
the world that we have become His 
followers. While we are on the thought 
of water baptism being essential, if

one will read the New Testament on 
this great subject, one will soon gather 
this knowledge, that it followed re- 
pentance. Note some of these great 
scriptures: In Acts 2:38, Peter told the 
masses to “repent and be baptized, 
every one of you”; verse 4 states that 
they “gladly received the Word and 
were baptized.” 

In Acts 8:31 Philip told the eunuch, 
when he asked to be baptized in water, 
that he could if he “would believe with 
all his heart.” Yes, this is the first 
step, repentance, then water baptism 
second, and remember this—you who 
as yet haven’t followed the Lord in 
this ordinance, Jesus said that it was 
“necessary to fulfill all righteousness.” 
Why not do this now and expect God’s 
best in return? The best belongs only 
to those who go all the way! 

Christ Jesus preached and taught 
repentance and water baptism. In 
Matt. 28:19, 20 He instructed, “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, Iam with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world.” It is very evi- 
dent that the apostles understood this 
commission. Then we hear the apostle 
Peter preaching on the day of Pente- 


cost, “Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ... and ye shall receive the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For the promis 
unto you, and to your children, and 
all who are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” I honestly 
believe that one reason so many find 
it difficult to receive the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost is because they have 
not taken this profound truth seriously 
enough. One must take every portion 
of God’s Word in a most serious man- 
ner; it is here that the Christian’s 
power lies. 

Again we note that Paul baptized 
his converts, those who were saved in 
his ministry. We hear some say that 
Paul stated himself that he didn’t bap- 
tize. 1 Cor. 1:17, “For Christ sent me 
not to baptize, but to preach the gos- 
pel: not with wisdom of words, lest 
the cross of Christ should be made of 
none effect.” 

Quoting from Clarke’s Commentar; 
we read that Bp. Pearce translates * 
thus: “For Christ sent me, not so much 
to baptize as to preach the gospel. If 
this were not true, then Paul baptized 
without a commission when he bap- 
tized Crispus and Gaius and the house- 
hold of Stephanas, besides this I know 
not whither I baptized any other.” 

Some might try to accuse Paul of 
being forgetful, asking what about the 
“certain disciples” whom he met at 
Ephesus. Please bear in mind to whom 
he was referring in 1 Cor. 1:16 when 
he said, “I do not know if I baptized 
any other,” that he was addressing the 
Church of God at Corinth. It was to 
this people that he stated he did not 
know if he had baptized any other in 
that local church. 

In Acts 19:1-7, Paul met twelve men 
who had never heard of the Holy 
Ghost, and he asked them, “Unto wha 
then were ye baptized? They said, Unto 
John’s baptism. Then Paul said, John 
verily baptized with the baptism of 
repentance, saying unto the people, 
that they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ. When they heard this, they 
were baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus.” 

All these men practiced baptism by 
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immersion; they went down into the 
water and came up out of the water. 
This would be hard to do if the artist’s 
conception of John baptizing Jesus out 
of a gourd were true. Baptized in wa- 
ter; not water on the person, but the 
person in the water, is God’s method. 
Let us carry out the divine commission 
to the letter! 

You might like to continue the sub- 
ject a bit farther concerning Paul’s 
baptizing his converts, asking if Paul 

idn’t also baptize the Philippian jail- 

r and his house. Acts 16:30-33, “And 
brought them out, and said, Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved? And they said 
(Paul and Silas), Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house. And they spake unto 
him the word of the Lord, and to all 
that were in his house. And he took 
them the same hour of the night, and 
washed their stripes; and was baptized, 
he and all his, straightway. And when 
he had brought them into his house, 
he set meat before them, and rejoiced, 
believing in God with all his house.” 
It is generally accepted that Paul did 
the baptizing here, but it does not so 
state. Remember that Silas was there, 
also, and I believe it was he that 
baptized this household. Mark wrote, 
in chapter 16:16, “He that believeth 
nd is baptized shall be saved, but he 
hat believeth not shall be damned.” 
Note they were to. be damned for not 
believing, which is further proof that 
God does not impart saving grace to 
souls through baptism but through 
faith in His Son. Mark 16:16 is still in 
force, and God, in His Word, states 
that if you would believe and be bap- 
tized, you shall be saved. But what 
about the man who contends that it 
is not essential? I will say without 
fear of factual contradiction that a 
person’s salvation as yet is not being 
enjoyed in the fullest measure if he 
has refused to be baptized in water. 

Turning to Acts 8:12 we read, “But 
when they had believed Philip preach- 
ing the things concerning the kingdom 
of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, 
they were baptized both men and 
women. When you are a full-fledged 
believer, you, too, will be baptized in 
water by immersion in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 


Holy Ghost. 
We hear many asking the question 
today, “What about the baptism 


formula? Some teach that unless you 
are baptized in the name of Jesus, your 
baptism is not in harmony with the 
Word of God.” Allow me to say this, 
you are confused about this matter. 
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If you have been baptized in the name 
of Jesus only, your baptism is not in 
harmony with the Word, as the highest 
authority on the subject (Jesus Christ 
Himself) said that we should baptize 
our converts in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost. “Let God be true and 
every man a liar.” 

Now, allow me to call your attention 
to some of the verses used to try to 
teach the Jesus only formula. In Acts 
2:38, “Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized everyone of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ, for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” Here is 
the name Jesus Christ, not Jesus only, 
as some teach. Again in Acts 8:16 we 
read, “For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus.” Here 
the words “Lord Jesus” were used, not 
Jesus only. In Acts 10:48 we read, “And 
he commanded them to be baptized in 
the name of the Lord. Then prayed 
they him to tarry certain days.” Here 
the words “name of the Lord” were 
used, not Jesus only. Jesus ‘did not say 
that we were to baptize in His name 
only, but in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, 
recognizing the Trinity. Here is where 
so many get into confusion; they re- 
fuse to recognize the Trinity—refuse 
to recognize that Jesus is the Son of 
God! But please notice I John 2:22, 
“Who is a liar but he that denieth that 
Jesus is the Christ? He is antichrist 
that denieth the Father and the Son.” 
So the person that denies the Father 
in the baptism formula is an anti- 
christ! How can God dwell in a man 
when 1 John 4:15 says, “Whosoever 
shall confess that Jesus is the Son of 
God, God dwelleth in him, and he in 
God.” 

The Jews believed in God as the 
Father, and for centuries they had 
heard of the Holy Ghost, but it was the 
name of Jesus that they refused to ac- 
cept, and Acts 4:12. “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved,” places special emphasis on 
Jesus, whom the Jews were rejecting. 
Again in Col. 3:17, “And whatsoever ye 
do in word or deed, do all in the name 
of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to 
God and the Father by him.” This is 
the reason the apostles placed special 
emphasis on the name of Jesus, 
because it was necessary for all 
to publicly accept and confess 
this name to be saved, as_ well

as to be baptized properly. But 
there are no scriptural grounds 
for using the name of Jesus in the bap- 
tismal ceremony to the exclusion of 
“Father” and “Holy Ghost.” “No man 
cometh to the Father but by me” are 
the words of the Lord, and that holds 
good today. Therefore, none of the 
verses that mention the name of Jesus, 
or Jesus Christ, or the name of the 
Lord are to be accepted as the bap- 
tismal formula to the exclusion of the 
other two members of the triune God- 
head, as plainly stated in Matt. 28:19 
by our Lord Himself. Those who love 
Him and want to follow Him should 
prove it by obeying these great words 
of our Lord and Master. Allow me to 
quote them to you again, “Go ye there- 
fore and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

We have been told, by the Lord 
Jesus, to teach this truth. Will you ac- 
cept this teaching and obey the divine 
commission and be baptized as our 
Lord hath commanded? From the be- 
ginning of the Church of God it has 
stood firm on this teaching, and in the 
Assembly of 1946, a Declaration of 
Faith Committee was appointed which 
reaffirmed it as follows: “We believe 
in water baptism by immersion and all 
who repent should be baptized in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” Every pastor 
and evangelist should insist on his 
converts being baptized—for it is scrip- 
tural.

@=: there were false prophets also 
mong the people, even as there shall 
be false teachers among you, who 
privily shall bring in damnable here- 
sies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon them- 
selves swift destruction,” 2 Peter 2:1. 
This is a rather unusual subject, but 
it is very important, according to the 
Word. A false teaching is something 
that is different or new, other than 
the original. The words of Jesus are 
on record and are really the Word of 
God. Heb. 1:1, 2, says, “God, who at 
sundry times and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the fathers 
by the prophets, hath in these last 
days spoken unto us by his Son.” 
There are 1,600 verses uttered by Jesus 
in the New Testament, and they really 
are the words of God. 
Rev. 1:1, “The Revelation of Jesus 
rist, which God gave unto him, to 
shew unto his servants things which 
must shortly come to pass; and he 
sent and signified it by his angel un- 
to his servant John.” It is easy to 
see that the whole book of Revelation 
is the Word of God, and in the last 
chapter He says, “If any man add unto 
these things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this 
book: and if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out of 
the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book.” 
This statement was made by Moses: 
“A prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye hear in 
ll things whatsoever he shall say 
nto you. And it shall come to pass, 
that every soul, which will not hear 
that prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people,” Acts 3:22, 23. 
These scriptures carry out the 
thought that Jesus expressed in Matt. 
12:28, “The word that I have spoken 
unto you shall judge you in the last 
days.” Jesus waits until the last day to 
bring about His judgment. 
Teachers seem to fail to get the 
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thought that there are two kinds of 
water. There is an upper and a lower 
spring designated by Joshua to his 
daughter, and she required of 
him the upper and lower spring. 
Jesus told the woman at the 
well, “Whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall give 
him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life,” 
John 4:14. At the same time He said, 
“God is a Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth,” verse 24. 

This water of life must be the water 
that He mentioned at that time, a 
well of water springing up. The water 
designated in Ezekiel was a river; he 
described it as a flowing stream. At 
first entrance it was very shallow and 
then it spread out to be a stream to 
swim in, and everything along its 
shores was brought to life and had 
immense production. This water of 
life has its headspring in the heart of 
Jesus Christ. When they opened His 
side it brought forth blood and water. 
Thus it was said by the prophets, “A 
fountain was opened in the house of 
David for sin and uncleanness.” This 
fountain was opened in the heart of 
Jesus when He hung on the tree. The 
Word tells us that we are saved by the 
washing of regeneration and the re- 
ceiving of the Holy Ghost, which He 
has shed on us abundantly through 
Jesus Christ. That is the way we are 
saved. The thief on the cross was glad 
to see that fountain. He was saved and 
went home to glory. 

Baptism literally is the answer of a 
good conscience toward God. When 
people have this baptism they 
are really saved, and the literal 
baptism is the answer of a good 
conscience toward God. If we do 
not have a good conscience toward 
God, baptism is a dead work, accord- 
ing to Heb. 1. This baptism of the 
spiritual life is where the secret of 
real salvation is; we are saved by the 
washing of regeneration and renew- 
ing of the Holy Ghost. 


John said that there are three that 
bear record in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost; and there 
are three that bear record in earth, 
the Spirit, the water, and the blood. 
They agree in one, and the agreement 
is that they will take a sinner and 
save him and give him eternal life, if 
he trusts in them, and that is all they 
are supposed to do—give the sinner 
eternal life. That is what it takes— 
the Spirit, the water, and the blood. 
The water and the blood is what it 
takes to save a soul. When a sinner 
hears the word of truth, the Holy 
Ghost inoculates his soul with the 
blood of Jesus and washes it in the 
fountain of life. The blood of Jesus 
would be inoculated into the soul of 
a sinner and he would be saved. That 
is what Peter preached to Cornelius’ 
household, and they were saved. Peter 
said, “Just like we were at the begin- 
ning,” and then he said unto them, 
“Can any man forbid water, that these 
may be baptized, which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we?” They 
were saved by the grace of God before 
they were baptized in water. 

And again we read in Isa. 28:22, 
“Now therefore be ye not mockers, lest 
your bands be made strong: for I have 
heard from the Lord God of hosts a 
consumption, even determined upon 
the whole earth.” The harvest is the 
end of the world and the reapers are 
the angels. The good seed are the 
children of the kingdom, but the 
tares are the children of the wicked 
one. Now I will say to my angels, 
“Gather together the tares and bind 
them in bundles to be burned, and 
gather my wheat into the garners,” 
Matt. 13:30. Everybody ought to be 
able to see that this is a clear state- 
ment that destruction awaits this class 
of people. 

“Jude, the servant of Jesus Christ, 
and brother of James, to them that 
are sanctified by God the Father, and 
preserved in Jesus Christ, and called: 
mercy unto you,.and peace, and love, 
be multiplied. Beloved, when I gave all 
diligence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful for 
me to write unto you, and exhort you 
that he should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered 
unto the saints,” Jude 1-3. These 
words uttered by Jude are the 
most powerful words, both clear and 
precise, in the Book. 

“But beloved, remember ye _ the 
words which were spoken before of 
the apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ;

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First Experiences of New Missionaries 


REVEREND JAMES M. BEATY 


Brother Beaty and wife (formerly 
Miss Virginia Green) were recently ap- 
pointed to go as missionaries to the 
Dominican Republic. They left the 
States September 15. 

Following is a paragraph taken from 
our tirst letter received from Brother 
Beaty after their arrival in Ciudad, 
Trujillo, Dominican Republic: 


“Dear Brother Walker, 

“Greetings in the name of Jesus! 
This leaves us well and happy. Today 
is our eighth day in the Dominican 
Republic. So many things have hap- 
pened that it seems like several weeks. 
Brother Pedro Cabrera and Brother 
Pelegrim met us at the airport. We ate 
supper with Brother Cabrera and then 
came over to the house. We were very 
busy the first two days; spending one 
half day at the immigration office and 
about two and one half hours at the 
custom house, and much time has been 
spent looking for a house in which to 
live. 

“The third day we went back to the 
immigration, and then to get my 
driver’s license. We got part of the 
papers fixed up and then everything 
closed up. We had storm warnings; 
a hurricane was just off the coast and 
was due to hit Ciudad Trujillo at four 
o’clock in the afternoon. All the big 
stores downtown boarded up their 
store windows. Right after noon we 
were in the business part of town and 
we decided to see how the ocean was 
before we went back to the house. The 
waves and wind were tremendous. This 
wasn’t the hurricane, but it really was 
a storm at sea. There is a ce- 
ment wharf built out into the 
harbor to break the waves and 
shield the ships in harbor. While 
we were watching, we saw a lit- 
tle fishing boat get caught in the 
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storm. It managed to round the wharf 
and tried to head into the harbor, but 
could not because the winds were 
against it. It was blown toward the 
rocky shore and just before it got there 
it sank. Four men were drowned and 
two young fellows who tried to rescue 
the others were also drowned. We came 
home immediately, and Brother Cab- 
rera’s family came over to our house. 
We closed up the windows; got food, 
lamps, etc. Then we sat by and lis- 
tened to the radio. Storm warnings 
were given every few minutes. Instruc- 
tions were given about what to do to 
prepare for the storm and what to do 
during the storm. It was quite a scare 
for many of the people, because the 
last hurricane that struck the city de- 
stroyed it. This was in the ’30’s. We 
waited intently until four o’clock, then 
five, and then six. Still there were 
only moderate winds—no hurricane. 
The night passed with no mishap, and 
the next morning everything went 
ahead as usual. I never did find out 
exactly where the hurricane went, but

it changed its course, or blew out be- 
fore it reached here.... 

“On Sunday we went to Santiago for 
the dedication. I was pleasantly sur- 
prised with everything that I found. 
The church really looked pretty. It is 
a building to be proud of. The thing 
that pleased me most was the enthusi- 
asm of the workers and the way they 
cooperated to help build it. There was 
a pastor there supervising the work 
who was 350 kilometers from h 
church; another, from 300, came 
build the benches. Everything was fin- 
ished to a tee; that is, the inside and 
front of the church. There are four or 
five nice little rooms in the back which 
are going to be the parsonage and are 
not completely finished yet. Sunday 
night I preached the dedicatory ser- 
mon. Brother Collazo interpreted. The 
house was packed, and people were 
standing. Santiago is the second larg- 
est city in the Republic and also is our 
second largest church.” 
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SUCHES, Ga.—The Harmony Church 
of God had a successful two weeks’ re- 
vival, with eighteen saved, two sancti- 
fied, and eight baptized with the Holy 
eo: On the last night of the re- 

al, six were added to the church. 
Rev. Sherman Stover and our pastor, 
Rev. J. D. Richardson, delivered soul- 
inspiring messages from night to 
night. The saints were greatly blessed 
and encouraged. We do praise the Lord 
for the way He is blessing the work 
here.—Clerk. 


WINSTON-SALEM, N. C.—We are 
very proud of our church and thankful 
to God for the wonderful progress it 
has made since it was set in order 
June 7, 1944, with 7 members. Rev. D.

2 Peter 2:15, 16, “Which have for- 
saken the right way, and are gone 
astray, following the way of Balaam 
the son of Bosor, who loved the wages 
of unrighteousness; but was rebuked 
for his iniquity: the dumb ass speak- 
ing with man’s voice forbade the mad- 
ness of the prophet.” 

First, I want you to notice that the 
PROPHET was REBUKED for his IN- 
IQUITY.
